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PROmM DESCRIPTION 
Thm BiUngml/Bicultural Program (Title VTI) was clesigned for children 
of lindtad aiglish-speaMng abiliq^ or proficiency. It provided^ for subject 
area instruction in the stixien^' native or darlnant lai^uage (Spanish), 
fading instoicticffi in the puciil's daninant laiguage was orph^is^ so tiiat 
studisnts could m^e the transition in reading fran their native lai^u^e 
(Spanish) to thB second langu^e (aiglish) , Second Iw.guage in&itructional 
activities were provided on a reOTLlar basis arjd were LnCTeMed progressively 
acoording to iMividijal needs. The York Ci^^ laj^mge AssesOTient Battery 
soDres were '^ed as criteria for selTCtJ^on of students to participate in the 
program* 

Monthly m^tings Bi^ workshop for biHngual taadiers and p^aprofessionals 
were l^ld. '^e resour^ s^rialist miA tiie Interiin Acting Supir^sor provided 
the leadership and instruction, Ihe progrsri also provided ^portaTLities for 
the bilingual staff to ccntiriue their fortnal OTllege or graduate stodies at 
institutions of higher education,

In P*S, 30/31 (Grades 1-4) thmrm were 40 studente enrolleci in tiie progrsun, 
served by 2 teachers and 2 educatiCTml Msistants; in W.B. 26, 23 students 
(Grades 1=2) were ser^^ hy 1 teacher and 1 eduCTtional assistantj in P,S* 161, 
137 stufents (Grades K-6) were serwd by 7 teadiers and 3 educa.ticnal Msistantsi 
Ln J,H,S* 4:, 113 sti^ents (Grad^ 7-9 and non-graded) were served by 5 teachers 
and 2 educational assist its.

Ttm program evaluator was officially cOTtract^ to the task of evaluating 
the Title ^/II: Bilijigual/Bicultiiral ProgrOT m early Janua^ 1980. A rr^tijig 
was held with the Intariin Acting Progran Si^rvisor m early Janu^y to 
M«rtain the extant to which the pro^OTi was ^iplfflmted as d€scr:^ed in the 
prouxdiu proposal . The Acting S^jper^.d.£Or reoorted that the target o^ulatiOT 
COTSisted of apprCTaMtely 363 Spanish tordnrnt sta^ents vto vmre also recei^ 
ing instructim under the Title I, Qiglish as a S^md Language Pr^an in 
thr^ sdiools and under . aLapter 720 in the c^^r schMl. 

When visited in J^UMy and F^ruaryi. tiie pr^ran was ftilly ^erational. 
Tte IS teasers and 8 ©ducational assistants as well as the rOTaining staff 

in place. All students had beoi identifiM and placed in t±rir respective 
grades, Mmthly ^mmng and workshcps for the teachers, ^ucatiCTial assistmts 
and staff were in operation stece ttie beginning of the school year. 

During the first ^/isits to thB four participating sdiools in Janua^, the 
Acting Bilij^ial/Bici^tmal Program S^^rvisor intaroduc^ ^e e\^uat0ff to the 
principals, assistant principals, teachera aM ^ucaticnal assistants work:mg 
in the program. In addition^ toe evaluator was introdurad to the E,S,L. Educa- 
tional consultant who ronducted teaching wrksl^s aM to anotiier Title VII 
evmluation OTTsultant who was hirM to raiduot an ^t workshcp for the studoits, 
?^J.le visiting the 4 schools the Acting Bilin^al/Bicultural Program St^rvisor 
'^s recognize a^d greeted by a nijT^er of p^ents and cOTmmity persons,'* Ste 
took the oppcrtunity to intrcduM the evaluator md to discuss matters ^rtain--

ing to the BxlinguaJ. ^icultural Program and its activities, The evaluator 
^s^/^ that the ActLng STOervisor had dev^lo^d an excellent rapport witin 
al]. of the afco%^m^ntioned persoru^l as v^ll as the -mrmons fror. the canmuni^. 

Ihe evaluator visited all clasps spread out over 8 days of visits j oiie 
in January, thjcee in NJarch, to/o Ln April, ots m blay, arri mm in J^:ne. Each 
clasiroCTn ohser^/ation lasted over a mil period and in the Immr grades th^ 
often extended more than to^ class p^iods. CoMultatians witii teasAers and 
edicational assistants were teld during the teachers' prep^^'^^ti.on period. All 
grades v.mre \dsited (K«9) All teadier/pi^il language activities vmrm in 
Spani^ witn the exceptim of the teaching of ^iglish as a STOond l^.^Mge 
and sore classes in the i^per grades which v^re coiduGted in botii Ei^lish and 
Sp^iish. In the EiigJdsh as a SecOT^ language closes a limited occasional, 
trarjslation fran Ehglish to Spanish on i±m ^rt of one stodent to ^oi^er was 
observed, Th^m students ^^re rrainly nev;ly an-i^^ staidents whcee cOTmmica- 
tion in ^igliah was very lijrdted, 

Thm^ foll(^u^ areas were singled out for detailed obseiwtioni atten^nre, 
lan^^e skills being taught (raading, writing, etc,) / ^^^es of activiti^ 
perform^ by teadier eduMtiOTal assistants, baBic oXmB stojcture, claBs 
facilitiM, instructional material used, t£ac±ier niettiodol*^^/ dbserimble atti- 
tude of adults in classroom^ interaetion betoeen teadier and studmt, adud^t's 
knwledge of curriculim, cl^s discipline, teadier 's use of moti^tional devices, 
classrocm organisational proress used hy teachers, teacher daronsteation of an 
attitude of caring with respect to pi^ils and overall estiinate of teacher 
effeeti'Teness, Each area will be reported in turn, 

Ttie total class register of the program was 363 students, v^ile the total 
nunber of students Qbser*;ed durir^ tjie '/isitations was 324 students. 



In all closes visited ^ the curricular areas being taught in 
oansonance with ac™pted New York City Board of Mucation curriciila- Instruct 
tiOT clearly at the ^propriate level of diffiCTjJ.ty for ti^ stMents* The 
great majori^ of l±m sti^ents had h^n enroll^ in the Bilingiial/^iCTjltural 
ciassea the previous year ond hM pro^ess^ to the nmt grader following 
prescribed o^rriculon. In the up^r level the evaluator obser^ Umt a grau^ 
of newly a^ived st^ents ymrm groi;^d for Bnglish as a S^ond Language as 
part of the Bilir^giial Frogxm and alTO in tte E.S.L* lab class. Hie program* s 
philosophy was to intrcduoe the staMmt to the seraid langi^ge (Siglish) at 
the level of ^mp^mna/ of thm sti^mt* 

In all subject areas reading and writing were an essential part of the 
curriCT^ian; in tim lowmr grad^ reading iriStrLx^on in Spaid.sh wms ^^hMizai 
and ccntent area mstZti^ti,o*"ial acti^'xtiss stsned fz^in '^le rrs tergal lji the 
readara* ^^mi presenting a new story, ^le teachers and educational assistants 
first ^troduced difficul^^ or \atfaniliar vo^^^ulaQ^/ drilled the words, gave 
tiieir mealing (s) , .uB&d than in s^tenc^s and thm prOOT^i^ to read tim story, 
Ques^ans and an^mrs vmrm u^d to reinforce reading ccmprahQision, ^^rituig 
was an integral part of this laming activity* 

The subject area far four of the 15 clMses observed was matheratics'^2 in 
the lOfmr level and 2 in the upper level* Itie Iwer level classes wpr-^ pimcti.^ 
cing adding and subtracti^* All artivities ware perforrr^ in Sp^iish, In the 
u^er level one 6tii grade cIms ^f^s observai in a Issscti on fractiois* The 
TOtiva^m and participation of the st^en-te wag excellmt* The otter class 
observed (8th gr^e) ras solving ©^jations. The largest part of the cl^s ymm 
taught in aiglish vdth Qccasional translatim into Spanish. '

■Onm of the classes ^served was a science class wi^re the teacher presented 
the reproductible ^ystsrs of flCT^s. teCTiinolog\^ was first prasent^ in 

^ Sp^ni&n and lat^ in English, Thm diagrat^ were artistically dravm an 

board the students were ^le to visualize the fertilization pro«sses of 
tne f^CTv^. The stiMmts"- participatioi inwl\^ answerinq q\£Stions as ^^11 as 
class discussioi. 

In another class a MX Century novel was discussMj class partici^tion 
was excellent and t.ie stud^ts daimstrated good master^ of tte lan^^ge and 
totraistrat^ Utrnmr/ insight, Ttm teacher alsQ rmvim^ parts of grarmar. 

In tne lo^^v^ grades it was obvious that ^he studaits ^^re learning to 
reM ard write in their nati%^ l^iguage* Hie beachers ard educational Msist- 
antm wexm obsarvea working with the individxml stuttente thro^hout tim day. 
This was ^s^rved daring the teachers' preparaticn perlcds and limch periods, 
"niis observatiai damcnstratea the de^catiOT ^d interest on ^e part of 
tea^are for the a&ica^cn of tl^ir ^^ils. 

It vra^ Qbeervi^ that in the lower grades toe teacter work^ with tte class 
as a mlt tiien, geierally^ thm cIms wms dividM into ^nailer gro^s witfi 
seme students working csn their am and students working witn the teacher or 
with the educa^OTal assistoit. Ml work perform^ by tiie stajd^ts was checked 
ei^^ by the teacher or by the pi^aprofessiGnal, Thm lessons were ^11 pre- 
pare and the i^aacher and tirm educatiOTial assistant work^ as a team. 

In the i^per gr ades almost e^^y class ^^ms taught as a mit sinca tiie 
educational assistants rotated fron one cl^s to another and the students w^e 
^le to do individualize wrk, Ttm st^enttJ were irore mture and danonstrated 
responsibili^ and purpose. Thm various siisject areas were taught by different 
teadiers ^^lo 'were specialists in those areas. 

All classes inclined seme aspect of Hispanic ojlture as 1*^11 as tlTat of 
Arneric^ heritage. This mhanced the de^/elopm^t of a positive self^iniage of 



Hispanic students and intradujad trwn to the surromdijia culf^ire* 
evmluatDr ^served tb^z the students felt vmry a^vdcnabl-^ isi this ieam:."L: 
envirciTitent having cmfideni^ in th&U: taach^s and educatxanal assist^antJ, 
This relatioiship wms observe throi^h tre irratual respact danois^^ated iji 
thair tehavior ta^s-ard one another. 

In all of the grades ti^ ^ucational assistants r j fomd workijig 

%lih students in armU, groiros in the classroan. In canbirp-d classes the 
teacher ;-rould teach one grMe and the paraprt^fessional the Dt>^r, These classes 
v,^^ siml enough that they could be ta^jght Ln tte smm rocrr.. Half of tte class 
-ariod :-/as taught the teacher and half the educaticnai assistant. The 
teacher was actively invol^.-ed in both activities, always stTOrvising the work 
of the edi^ational assistant* This obviously jjiTOlved previous plarjixng. The 
evaluator ^served that in aH cases the ^ucatioiml assistmts were perfonrdjig 
their assign^ instoiction. L^s were ch^^ked. The logs were spacific aiid to 
tr;e point, dOTonstrating th^t rmch planning and preparation was dme previous 
to the actual class. 

All classes raitMn^ nc^^able tables with chairs. In sane classes th^ 
v«re organized in OTall clustei^. In other classes they were separated, .All 
classrQcra >«re ^^11 a^ii^^. Bulletin b^rc^ stow^ oorreit student work. 
In additiai toe bullet^ boards oontainrf well arranged expositions of Hisp^ic 
cultiffe: topics being ilscniss^ in tim class, Hispanic persmalities , Armrican 
persCTialities, seasonal t£^ics, etc, 

Bilingual/^icultural Pr^am classes participated in many school-wide 
acti^/ities, such as sctool plays, ^e play was dedicate to Hispanic culture 
and staged by the Hispanic students. It vas also observed that classes parti- 
cipat-ed in sctool field trips to thm circus and other places. The BilLngual/ 
BiCTiLtural studoits '.^re obser^/ed to relate to and play witJi the other students 
in the schools. The Bilingml sti^ents were not isolated fron the mainstream. 



Itie materials used oor»sistai of: canmercially prioducM rtiaterialSr teKt^ 
books, workbrokE (readme both in ^ani^ and Bngli^i mathsTvatics tmcts in 
Engli^ and Danish) * Teaaher^made materials were ooordinated with ttm 
oammercial matarials and to st^plenait and reljifor«. A n^iad of props 

and vimial aides r piatwcBB, eards—oarmercially bought or mMe thm teadiers 
and ^ucatwnal assiBtante^^A^e ^so used. All in all, the materials, alttou^h 
lixrit^ Jji quanti^, were eKoellmt and follo^^ the s^uential curriCTilifln from 
kijTdergarten tiirougfh tte ninth ^ade. 

Tbm attitudes of thi teachers and ^iK^atiOTal aseiitanta cmild gOTerally 
bm dasCT ibed as eKrellent. Thmy v^e ronscientious ^id s^ned Jjitait \^an 
presenting and reviad^g the lessons to the students, Bie ^mluatcff mmi no^ 
exOTples of teadTers being impr^ar©a* No cases of teasers or adi^aiicnal 
assistants being imduly harsh or ^tf^j to stiidents wi^e obTOrved, A warn 
relaticnsMp betwem tim profMSiOT^^ and the stuteits vras observe. Much 
affection, as it exist >^ HispaniQ culture, was dbv^iM, 

Stod;mt ijiteraoti..ii \ Hn teMl^r and edueatiOTal assistant was evidait Iji 
eyimy class. In all classes the students pa:^,cipat^ in chDral or individual 
tasks, ah^ierijig qi:yistidns, asWiig qUBsy.OTS, repeatijig, writijig, etc. The 
evaluator obs^ved an exMll^t report and ^^mmtUi bebwwi tht prof essioials 
and tha staodants* In sere classes noise Iwel at tim tegjjm^Tg was a little 
high, but the teachers initi^lately took charge to quiet the staidmts do^* niere 
was OTe exc^ticn where it trak appros^nately ten minutes to settle the class 
dcwn. 

In each of the following Meas, thm ^,^uator rat^ the Bilingual/Bic^tural 
teachers, as being above average to excellent: ImowlaSge of curricula (tiia

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The Pru^ba de Ijmtur^i Inter-Amsri can Series is a nom^-referenc^ 
achievarent best^ yet the norrre available are prirorily b^ed on school popu-- 
lations in Puerto Rito, or on populatior^ of Hispmic stijaents in the South-- 
western United States. Ihus, the validity of tiiese noms is questiartable 
when allied to toe pexforwmicm of Hispanic gt vrign tg living in urban areas of 
tiie Northeastero Unit^ States, Ha^vmXf these ronre v^re laed because they 
^^^re the best av^lable at the time. Major test pubUshera have not developed 
tests for thm Bilingual nmrket* In order to put the raw scores presented in 
T^le 1 into sane kind of Mrm-referen^d perspM^vei the nocns ccnpiled from 
ittban sahoolB in Puerto Riot have b^n CTplcyed, Qily fall noms have been 
published for grades coe ^jough six, and spring noni^ for grades seven ttirou^i 
nine* 

Ihus, posttest grade level estimates will most l^ycely be overestimates 
for grades one through six, and pret^t ^timatM for ^SLdrnm seven thcoi^jh nire 
vri.ll woBt likely be underestiMtes, 

Clearly r then* findings presented m the tables to foll^ vtiidi refer to 
^a^ lave Is are a^roKlmaU.ons only and stould hm interpreted accordingly. 
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Table 2 also presente Spanish Riding AcdiieVOTSit ^ toade Surmary, 
Wa^^^mr, in ^^le__2^ the pre and pMtt^t colunns show tiie average per= 
centage of oorr^ct responseL. at ea^ grade l^vel.

On the whole, ^e gains itBde during the pre posttest interval wtire 
litpresslTO, For example, when pretested only one grade, the fifth, had 
rnore than half of ito students abo^ grmde level, ^^en pcsttested, not 
only had the number of stodents abo^ grade level uicr eased for eviMy 
grade ^ but in erory grade ^oept tiam ninth more ttmn fifty peroant of tiie 
studanta were Bba^ ^ade level, in grades te^, tiiree ^d four, ei^^ 
or more perc^t of the studente reached tiie r^oir&i level*
